SOILS, MANURES,

No one can form any corrast estimale of
the capabilities of a given soil for the sus-
tenance of a given population, without be-
coming scquainted with the philosophy of
mAnUres,

Fortilizing atoms ars matter—and ns
such are indeitructable. They may be
drawn from tha earth, and incorporated in
a plant. and removed from  their original
loeation, and in the decompoition of the

lant raturned to the earth ngain.  Iflhey
iava been removed from the farm on which
they were organized into plunts, their re-
moval impoverishes that, and enrichies the
soil on which they are consomed,

The soil, natarally, does not conlain one
part, in a thourand, of the atoms, in an a-
vailable condition which nature requires
io forming a plont, This is an importsnt
faot that every farmeor should know—how
small A number of atoms the soil contains
available lor the growlh of plants, and the
necessity, of conrss, of husbanding them
most ecoromicnlly. A ehnnge in this mat.
ter, or atoms, forms plants—a changs in
the plants form manurs, or fertilizing at-
sms, By the decomposition of the plant,
the fertilizing atoms are returned to the
wirth, (0 be agnin employed in producing
another plaut; and thus an endless oycle of
production and decay is constantly going
on. Not a particle of matter is ereated,

Thus, an atom of potash that aids in or-

nizing the elements of water and earkon
into starch, in a kernal of corn, this year,
may by the relurn of the elements of that
kernel Yo the earth, ic the form of manure,
perform of manure, perform a similar fune-
tion every seascn for a thousind years;
and in nlrils chnnges nnd combinations, it
remaing  an atom of potash, and will re-
mait so as long as matter exists.  If this
kernel of corn is sold, and removed f[rom
the farm, the soil loses the atom of potash,
and is that much poorer for the production
of wnother erop of corn.

By attention to this fact, (that the ntoms

inhinbitants, but must soon expart them to
the country it has enriched by the export
ol its fartilizing atoms in the shape of food.
Thus Ireland, for ten yenrs prior to 1848,
exporied mors bushels of grain than all
the United Statés. Ier lands boosms ex-
bausta’—~the potalo was imperfect—_the
rot fullowed—{amine ensued—and thou-
sands perished with hunger.

Virginia, besides sénding-abroad the vi-
tal blood of her soil, in the tehbaceo keg,
| sends annually a million bushels of sorn to
Mussachusetts. All the atoms of fertilizing
matter, drawn from her soil by this corn,
is thus sent out of the State, and lost Lo her
farmers. If she fod this ro hogs, and eat-
tle, and ezported the meat, the manure dov
rived from the grain consumed would re-
plenish her exhnusted felds, and fit them
for grain instead of broom-grass.

No nation so much neglect their eoil as
Americans. They seem to think that Na-
tura will furm sisly or eighty bushels of
corn, and thicly bushels of wheat to (he
acre, frem nothing. The result is, Vir-
ginians, thatare scarcely near enough to
onch other to make good neighbors, are
obliged to abandon the soil that will not
supporl them. Ifher population, to the
square milg, was as greatas that of Bel.
gium, she would bave twenty-two millions
of inhabitants—n number about equal to
that of the whole United States.

Massachuselts, with a population of on-
ly 126 1o the square mile, is seeking a
place in Central A i eriea in which to store
them, and has to procurs her fosd from
the other States; whils Belgium, with a
popuintion of 336 to the square mile, feeds
them all, und exports Inrge quantities of
pork, mutton, butter, cheese, and some
grain, and over 900,000 head of eattl , an-
ouully. This is dona by her system of til-
Inge and manuring. She exseodsall oth-
er nations in making and applping ma-
nures.  The fxrmers pay 310 a year for
the liquid excretions of a single wow.

The mors fat eattls, fut sheep and hogs
a (srmer keeps, if ho saves the manure,the
more grain e ono raise—ay they return in
the manure, the fertilizing mtoms taken
from Lhe ensti--and thus become the mau-
ufacturers of manuro, that cannot be dis
pensed with, for that purpose, till populs-
tion becomes so densa that there is but
hall an nere to ench person, After that,
man will furnish the fertilizing atoms for
which wenre now indebted (o the brate
creation,

They
do notcreate a particle of new matter, but |
only combine, in their own organizmon.i
sunlight, beat, weler, stmospheria air, gass |
es, and minarals. These rotting, or oon- |
sumed as food, will 1estore to the land, not
only what is drawn from it, but also gives
to it sunshine, heat, water, earbonic acid, |

SIX THOUSAND PERSONS

AT A
PRAYER MEETING.

If ever, singe Paul traveled the road to
Damascus, the direot voics of Heaveu aud-
ibly ‘ealled sinners to 1epentance, that voice
may be heard at the Union Prayer Mest-
ing now being held in Jayne's Hall in
Chestnut street.  Qur reporter again vis-
Ited the Hall on vesterday, and found that
8o far [rom diminishing, the interest is in-
cranting; and that too, without sny excite-
mant, any razting or any of thosa boister-
ous demonstrations of penitence or rejoio:
ing which we sometimea find during revi-
val seasons, among the illiternte and unen-
lightened.

Befora going further, however, it may
bo news to a good many if we show lLow
this prayer meeting was first organized.—
It was originated by a young mun, under
twenty-ono years of nge, but a very Tim-
etliy in poiot of zeal for the service of his
Divine Master. 'T'his youlh was in Naw
York at the time when the first **Busivess
men's Prayer Mesting” was opened. He
thought that, as good had resulied there, n
similar movement in F hiladelphia might
also share God's blessing, and he instro-
montal in the conversion of many souls,

Having succeeded in interesting several
othior persons, they applied to the trustees
of the Central Methodist Chureh, corner
of Fourth and Arch strests, for the use of
the mesting house, Their wish was ohzer-
fully gratified, and the meetings were con-
duoted every day at noon, the attendance
avernging only from wenly to thirly per-
song—never Ligher than thirty-six. The
meeting was commenced on November
234, The pastor of the chureh feeling,
perhiaps, that he onght to have been eon-
sulted in the matter—a fact which the
young men had overlooked—objected af-
ter a time to the farther use of the church,
when applioation was made to Dr. Jayne
for the ante-room to liis spacious hall.—
Dr. J. being & Christian man, complisd in
sinntly with the request, and on. February
3, the first meeling was there helil. The
dews of Heaven, in answer to earnest sup-
plication of the participants, fell upon (he
mealing, and the interest grnl]unlly inerens-
ed, uutil now not less than six thousand
persons each day spend from five to sixty
minutes ench at the hour of exercises in
this Union Meeting.

The scenes of the occasion yesterday
were awe inspiring and impressive, The
congregation was the Iargest we have yet
seen there, while the exercises ware even
more spiritual in their character than be.
fore. The audience comprised mainly
husiness men, clerks and Indies, Many of
the latter appeared to have stepped in
from molives of ouriosity, as they carried
bundles—the probuble results of a shop-
piag tour. Yetin the whole vast sudience
wo did not witoess the smallest demornstin-
tion of levity or thoughtlessnoss after the
briefl but solemn opening prayer had been
made.

The prayer closed, two verses o’ a hymn
wers sung 1o an old but familiar Methodist
tune, such as we bave not heard belore
since our oliildhood. The liymn was this:

From thy slde o healing flood; &o.

The effeot of thirsimple harmony,swell.
ling from the uplifted vo ces of threa thou-
sand enrnest peopls, was electrical, and
utterly beggarded the meretricions, and
semi operalic music that has so lamentably
displaced congregational singing in many
modern churches,

The leader then said that lia wished it
distinotly understood, that il there were
any persons present who desired like blind
Bartimeus lo recvive their sight, il they
would signify it by holding up their hands
they would be praydd for by the congre-
gation. About twenty persons that we
could see—responded by elevating their
right hands. Boveral of thess wera Indies,
twa of whom our reporter aaw giggling as
they entered the hall just in advance of
bim. 'They had parcels in their hands al
the time, and apparantly enme to tha place
“to laugh,'” although they remained to
pray. The prayer thit followed—we do
ot know who offered it—was & most fer-
vent suppliention; lifting np the penitants
upon the arms of love and faith to meet
the descending blessing. Il wasa prayer
gonched in langungo al once enrnest and
simple—just such linguage as a guilty man
should use when addressing his Creator,
and not the Ianguag- of a prizo essay or
high sounding oration as we find many

THyers.
